Our Postwar Public Spending 


By J. J. DEUTSCH 

During the last few years, while 
the war effort has been at the peak 
level, government expenditures 
have directly supplied nearly one- 
half of the total flow of purchasing 
power in the economy. The central 
task of post-war reconstruction con 
of the replacement to the 
greatest extent possible of wartime 
government expenditures by priv- 
ate expenditures on consumption 
and new investment, and by export 
outlets, In this way the burden of 
taxes can be reduced while em- 
ployment is maintaimed at high 
levels in producing goods and ser- 
vices which are purchased by pri 
vate civilian consumers. The White 
Paper on Employment and Income 
sets out the Government's broad 
policies for accomplishing this 
transition 

The shift from government to 
private purchases will be very 
large, but government expenditures 
in the post-war period will neces- 
sarily play a considerable role in 
the economic activity of the coun- 
try. Because of the increasing 1n- 
dustrialization and complexity of 
the economy, the cost of normal 
government services will undoubt- 
ediy be somewhat higher than pre- 
war. There are the additional obli- 
gations resulting directly from the

In the past, Canadian public 
works policy bore little or no re- 


lation to general economic circum 
stances and the needs of the em- 


ployment situation. In these re- 
spects it has been, for the most 
part, erratic and unimaginative 


The White Paper suggests a differ- 
ent and more promising approach 
For the first time some logical 
planning is to be applied. In short 
it is proposed that public works 
expenditures be “timed” for periods 
when they can make the most ef- 
fective and 
to the maintenance of employment 
and income; that the expenditures 
be undertaken in the places where 
the support of employment and in- 
come is most helpful; and that the 
expenditures be made on projects 
which are themselves economically 
and socially useful 


Public works are usually of a 
long-range and permanent charac- 
ter, and there is no compelling 
reason why many of the projects 
must be undertaken continuously 
or at any jarticular time. Cana 
dian public works expenditures 


have usually been largest during 
periods of boom and smaliest in 
times of low income and heavy un- 
employment. This practice was one 
of the features of the bankruptcy 
of effective policy during the last 


depression 
The practice is directly contrary 
to what is desirable During 


periods of high prosperity public 
works ought, as far as possible, to 


be postponed and “saved up” so 
that they may be expanded and 
undertaken on a large enough 


scale to be effective in providing 


jobs when private employment is 
falling 

Aside from the political diffi 
culties of such “timing” there are 


special problems arising out of the 


federal system. A large part of 
the public works fall within the 
responsibilities of the provinees 
and municipalities A more logi 
cal spacing of public works ex 
Nenditures is dependent upon a 
practical co-operative arrange 
ment between the Dominion and 
the provinces. The White Paper 
states that the Government will 


seek to work out such an arrange- 
ment, together with the necessary 
financial adjustments This will 
be one of the important subjects 
for the projected Dominion-Pro- 
vincial Conference

“The government will be pre- 
pared, in periods when unemploy- 
ment threatens, to incur the deficits 
and increases in the national debt 
resulting from its employment and 
income policy, whether that policy 
in the circumstances is best applied 
through increased expenditures o1 
reduced taxation.
